Pistol Drawn Before Taft. 

But one little incident marred the 
president’s visit, and that was at the 
conclusion of the tunnel opening this 
afternoon, when one of the thirty-two 
Colorado sheriffs who have accom- 
panied the president across the state, 
got into an altercation with H, L. Dan- 
iels, superintendent of the tunnel, 
when the latter was trying to shake 
hands with the president. Mr. Daniels 
was knocked down and for a time 
trouble was threatened, as his friends 
were quick to resent the action of the 
officer, who during the scuffle pulled 
an enormous pistol from his belt. The 
president heard the quarreling and 
stopped for a moment as he was mak- 
ing his way to the train. He was told 
there was nothing serious, however, 
and proceeded. Secretary’ Ballinger, 
who is accompanying the president, 
also spoke here tonight. He referred 
to the subject of reclamation, how- 
ever, only in a general way and his 
talk was brief owing to a bad throat. 

President Taft made several brief 
addresses during his journey today. He 
spoke at Plaza very early in the morn- 
ing, saying: 

“TI appreciate this gathering—and 
from personal experience, I can Sym- 
pathize with you in having to get up at 
half past five in the morning to be 
here.”

‘dian hurricane, which swept Louisiana 
and Mississippi last Monday have found 


their task a far more colossal one than 
they expected. Practically all of the 
isolated country, sections of the storm 
swept area, have now been explored, 
but until definite reports have been 
received from relief parties it will not 
be possible to form anything like an 
accurate list of the dead and 
injured. A conservative estimate to- 
night of the number of people who lost 
their lives as a result of the hurricane 
places the total at one hundred. 

In spite of the work of the thousands 
of men brought in by the railroad, 
telegraph and _ telephone companies, 
New Orleans and many other smaller 
cities in Louisinana and. Mississippi 
are still seriously handicapped in the 
way of communication with the outside 
world. Many miles of track, trestles 
and bridges are yet to be replaced by 
the Louisville and Nashville rallroad, 
and at the present time their depot at 
the foot of Canal street has the ap- 
pearance of a deserted village. The 
trains of this road are being sent out 
over the Queen and Crescent route. 

Railroad Is Blocked. 

The main line of the Illinois Central 
railroad is still blocked, as eight miles 
of the track and road bed were washed 
out at Manchac. Sections of the rails 
and ties were carried clear out of the 
right of way by the rushing waters, 
and it will be several days before 
through traffic is resumed over the 
main line. The trains are now being 
detoured over the Yazoo and Mississippi 
General Superintendent 
H. McCourt, of Memphis. is supervising 
the repair work with a force of several 
hundred men.. 

The other railroads have succeded 
in clearing their tracks, and traffic 
has been resumed. ‘Telegraphic com- 
munication to all points out of New 
Orleans is gradually being reestablish- 
ed, under great difficulty, by the tele- 
graph companies. 

NINE BODIES ARE FOUND 
IN LOUISIANA SWAMPS 

Jackson, Miss., September 23.—The 
Illinois Central railreaa has a force of 
400 men at work in the Loufsiana 
swamps replacing several miles of 
track washed away during Monday 
night’s hurricane. 

The forces are under the direction of 
General Superintendent McCourt, who 
reports that he will have connectidns 
made and regular train service: be~ 
tween Jackson and. New Orleans to- 
night. , ; 

Areportfrom the scenetoday states 
that the bodies of nine persons drown. 
ed during the dash of the tidewater 
through the swamp have been recover- 
ed. Five of the victims were negroes. 
The agent at a small station and his 
wife and children perished. 

Superintendent McCourt reports that 
the track was swept off its embank- 
ment for a distance of several miles 
and carried over into the swamp. Ow- 
ing to the condition of the marsh the 
work has been exceedingly tedious. 

It is expected that-.further loss of 
life will be distovered as the working 
forces move southward. The bodies of 
those recoveréd were found near Pass 
Manschac. : 

FIVE HUNDRED HOMELESS 
AT BAYOU LA MANNERE 

Mobile, Ala.,. September 23.—News 
received here from. Biloxi, Miss., is to 
the effect that 500 people are home- 
less at Bayou La Mannere, near the 
mouth of the Mississippi river, and 
two lives were lost. Water rose 8 
feet in the houses, carrying every 
structure away. People saved their 
lives by taking to boats and going up 
the Mississippi river. At this place 
182. head of stock perished. Where- 
abouts of the schooner Mattie J., of 
New Orleans, is unknown. - 

The schooner Eva Foster lies on the 
bed of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad track near Pearl river. Refu- 
gees are coming into Biloxi with tales 
of hardships and battle with death, in 
which death the odds.

BATON ROUGE SUFFERS 
HEAVY LOSSES FROM STORM 

Baton Rouge, La., September 23.— 
Traces of the Monday night hurricane 
are fast being removed in the capital 
city of Louisiana. Large forces of 
carpenters and laborers are repairing 
the damage to storehouses and dwell- 
ings and removing trees, wires, poles 
and- rubbish from the streets. The 
havoc done by the storm here wads 
large. One woman, e negro, lost her 
life, and the damage to property is 
conservatively estimated at over half 
a million dollars. 

Gangs of workmen are hurrying the 
repairs on the state house. The dome 
and other portions of the capitol were 
damaged to the extent of $25,000. The 
general property loss will amount to 
$150,000. and the barges of coal, owned 
by the Monongahela Coal Company, 
which were sunk, are valued at $600,- 
000. The damage along the river front 
and to shipping of all kinds is esti- 
mated at $20,000. One item, of dam- 
age in the capitol building which has 
not been included in the estimate of 
loss is the damage done to the records, 
all of which were more or less dam- 
aged, some being practically destroyed. 
They represent years of labor and 
those destroyed can hardly be re- 
placed. . 

Wire communications has been re- 
established with New Orleans and 
other points and trains are now run- 
ning out of the city on schedule time.

Although specific amounts are not 
mentioned in the indictment, it is au- 
thoritatively stated that the amounts 
lost by the alleged victims of Mabray 
and others named will exceed half a 
million dollars. Thesums lost range 
from $1,500 to $30,000, the latter sum 
having been placed on a fake horse 
race, according to the evidence at hand, 
by a Missouri banker. 

The ljst of names of victims given 
in the indictment includes men of 
prominence in all parts of the country 
and there is set forth in the specific 
charges a number of letters of an in- 
criminating character which gives a 
touch of sensationalism to thre docu- 
ment. 

Victims in eighteen states, the ter- 
ritory of Alaska and the Dominion 
of Canada are named, indicating the 
wide range of territory over .which 
Mabray and his associates are alleged 
to have placed their vocation, 

Names of Fighty-five Persons. 

As a basis of operation, they used, 
according to the indictment, the cities 
of Council Bluffs, Davenport and Bur- 
lington, Iowa; St. Louis, Little Rock, 
Seattle. Denver and New Orleans, to 
which places it is alleged victims were 
taken by the numerous “steerers.” 

The indictment gives the names of 
eighty-five persons who are alleged to 
have been victims of Mabray and his 
associates, ;

More Revelations About Mc- 
Clellan and New York Police. 


The second installment of General 
Bingham’s story of why he was re- 
moyed by Mayor McClellan from the 
police commissionership of New York 
city, is even more startling than the 
first. In Van Norden Magazine for 
October, the general gets down to brass 
tacks and very sharp tacks they are, 
and very thoroughly hammered home 
by the blunt account of a number of 
Significant incidents either unknown 
to the public or only partially under- 
stood by them at the time of the oc- 
currence. . 

The general explains how he was or- 
dered by McClellan a short time be- 
fore the recount decision was handed 
down—and he shows his fac-simile of 
the order initiated by the mayor—to 
advance a certain Patrolman States to 
the grade of detective under the Bing- 
ham law. States had atthe, time the 
“soft” detail in the appellate division 
of the supreme court of Brooklyn, 
where Mr. Justice Gaynor was one of 
the judges. The advancement of States 
would carry with it a raise of salary 
of $600 per annum without any addi- 
tional work on his part. When General 
Bingham protested against the order, 
to McClellan in person, ® latter told 
him that one of the justices of the 
court wanted States promoted, and 
Bingham offered to take this pressure 
off McClellan's shoulders. to which plan 
he obtained a reluctant acquiescence, 
The general finally accomplished his 
purpose through the aid of a trust- 
worthy reporter, who saw Judge Gay- 
nor, and after inquiring when the Mc- 
Clellan recount decision might be ex- 
pected, asked further if it were true 
that the justices of the court had re- 
quester Mayor McClellan to have Pa- 
trolman States promoted. Judge Gay- 
nor replied that he was not interested 
in States’ promotion, but he thought one 
of the other justices was. Subsequent- 
ly Bingham called himself at the court, 
saw several justices, but could find no 
one who would express the slightest 
interest in Patrolman States’ advance- 
ment. Since the pressure on Mayor Mc- 
Clellan was thugs obviously dissipated, 
he did not press further his order, and 
States was not promoted. 

General Bingham tells incident after 
incident in which Mayor McClellan 


tried to place him in an embarrassing 
position before the public, which would 
make it necessary for the commissioner 
to resign. 


Driving a Nail. 

One who thinks that the driving of a 
nail consists simply in getting the 
whole length of it outof sight has lit- 
little conception of the rea) nature of 
operation, says The Scientific American. 
A nail driven by an expert will often 
hold several times’as much as one ill 
driven, while, too, it is often made to 
draw the parts into place. ' If you 
have ever watched a mechanic driving 
nails you have doubtless noted that he 
rarely drives one at right angles with 
the face of the work. ‘There is a rea- 
son for this. Suppose that he is nail- 
ing the “sheeting” on theh frame, of a 
building and desires to draw the board 
down tightly against the one below it. 
He points the nall downward, and a 
few well considered blows at the last 
produce.the desired effect. If the 
board is bent edgewise, so that much 
force is required, probably he will start 
the naib in the upper edge, pointing 
very sharply downward. Again, two 
nalis driven in a board at different 
angles will hold tt in place much 
more firmly than the Bame hails would 
if they were driven at right angles 
with the face of the board. 

Did you ever notice that in driving 
a nail in very hard wood one man 
will do it successfully, whilé another 
succeeds only in doubling the nail up 
before the point has fairly entered the 
wood? The difference lies in the fact 
that the expert strikes the nail fairly 
and not too hard, “coaxing” it in, while 
the other strikes too hard and with 
indirection. It may be properly men- 
tioned right here that in driving a 
nail into very hard wood it is usually 
profitable to dip the end in oil or 
grease. This will not sensibly inter- 
fere with the holding qualities of the 
nail, while it will be found to: very 
materially facilitate its driving.

EFFECTIVE MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 


Both wisdom and experience are dictating everywhere the policy of 
consolidation, compactness and the elimination of unnecessary officials in 
increasing the effectiveness of municipal government. 

St. Joseph, Mo., is one of the most recent recruits to the ranks of the 
municipal reformers. It has exchanged a burdensome and unweildy sys 
tem for a legislative council of five members, and charges the mayor, who 
is required to give his entire time to the city, with the responsibility for 
administration. 

St. Joe is entering upon no mystic maze nor toying with untried ex- 
periment. All around her fn the west are sister cities which have taken 
the step and made good. 

They have cut down the municipal force in order to build up the 
municipality; they h&ve removed superfluous officialdom from the path- 
way of progresz. 

The best. governed ‘cities of the world ate those which are governed 
by the people’through the smallest number of officials 

In St. Joe and other cities under similar system these officials are 
subject to recall, if they fall out of accord with the public interests; hence 
they remain in hurmony. ; 

Montreal, Canada, has just found it necessary to retrench in the same 
Sensational and unwelcome disclosures of !ax administration 
presented a problem which the people did not hesitate to solve by over- 
whelming vote, cutting the city’s governing body in half. The council of 
forty-four members has been reduced to twenty-two, and a board of con- 
trol directly responsible to the people is placed on guard over municipal 
administration. 

Wherever there is a change made in form or system of municipal gov- 
ernment—and these changes are appearing with remarkable frequency— 
legislative bodies are being reduced in numbers and administration is being 
held to closer and stricter accountability. 

Wherever there is a tendency to laxity in municipal administration, 
whether it takes the form of indifference and neglect, or of dishonesty 
and graft, ii is fostered and encouraged by large, heterogeneous and un- 
wieldy governing bodies. 

The history of graft disclosures in certain large cities of the east 
and middle west revolves about city councils and aldermanic boards of 
excessive numbers; progress, too, is checked by a too greatly divided re- 
sponsibility. ; 

Indications are that gradually all American cities will come to the 
more simplified form of government, eliminating those offices and posi- 
tions for which there is no apparent necessity, and getting down to an 
absolute business basis. 

A municipality is nothing more nor less than a big business concern— 
a stock company in which every citizen and taxpayer is an interested 
shareholder. 

The only dividend which these shareholders can receive must come 
ix the shape of efficient administration; in the shape of protection to 
health, life and property. 

And the better that protection in its ultimate details, the greater are 
the dividends. 

It is practically impossible to secure the full measure of these divi- 
dends where responsibility is submitted to a process of long division; where 
legislative and administrative officials feel small responsibility to com- 
paratively few constituents or to a particular section, instead of a great 
measure of :t to the whole people—a responsibility bounded not by ward 
lines, but by city limits. 

It is important that the best thought of citizenship should be directed 
toward fhe improvement of the business side of the proposition of municipal 
government. 

Am I getting the best results, the greatest measure of dividends from 
this going business concern, called the city? is a question which each 
citizen, each shareholder, should put seriously to himself. 

If not, what is there to be done? 

With the citizen and shareholder, at last, rests the answer.

ORPHANS’ HOMES NEED-YOUR HELP. 


Already the orphans’ “Work Day” appeal has fallen into mitch fertile 
ground and is beginning to bear fruit. 

Eight Georgia homes, of different denominations, in which these mother- 
less little tots are nourished in body, mind and heart until they can go into 
the world amid proper surroundings equipped to fight their own way, are 
looking forward to tomorrow as the one day of the year on which they shall 
be uppermost in the thought and consideration of all the state, and on which 
provision shall be made for their care and upkeep through another long 
twelve months. 

it costs approximately $100 a year to care for, train and properly bring 
up one of these otherwise helpless children, and the eight Georgia orphans’ 
homes minister to 3,000 of them annually. 

Thus, their necessities are arrived at by a simple process of arithmetic 
—it requires in money and supplies about $300,000 to accomplish their year’s 
work. 

And even that does not reach all orphans, for it is estimated there are 
nearly as many more in Georgia not in the homes who need care and 
assistance. 

Hence, “Work Day” is more than just a day of giving for the main- 
tenance of these noble institutions; the orphans’ homes would be glad to 
have from anyone information about any neglected chiJdren, that they might 
reach out and give them such assistance as the case demands. 

But to do this work the money must be had; this fund must be raised 
somewhere, somehow and in one way or another. 

An average of 10 cents for each person in the state would raise the 
needed fund. 

But to get this many must give way above the average; yet the average 
will be achieved if each will give in accordance with his means. 

Some unable to give in cash are giving of the products of their labor 
—gifts equally acceptable and each of which will supply some urgent need. 

Purely non-sectarian, this appeal in behalf of the orphans is made direct 
to the heart of humanity. 

The giver may select any of these splendid institutions upon which to 
bestow his portion, confident that it will be well spent in the furtherance of 
ene of humanity’s highest and noblest aims—the making of good citizens. 

There is only one injunction which, with tomorrow, should guide thought 
and action— 

Don’t forget the orphans’!

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A RECORD OF FUNEREAL FUN. 


Some startling statistics compiled by The Journal of the American Med- 
ical Associa‘ion, relative to the toll taken of life and limb by Fourth of July 
celebrations, are presented in the current issue of that publication. 

There were 215 deaths directly attributable to the 1909 celebration of 
the Fourth, the largest for five years, while the total accident record reaches 
5,307. 

Lockjaw, which is described as “the most awful death known to medical 
science, a death the agony of which is not paralleled even by the torture 
of the inquisition,” claimed the larger number of these victims, and follow- 
ing the Fourth of July celebrations of the last seven years there nave been 
794 deaths from this cause alone, chiefly among bright, active 2oys from 
6 to 18 years of age. 

This yeer’s celebrations added 150 to the lockjaw deaths, the chief cause 
of which is the injury produced by the careless explosion of blank cartridges. 
Sixteen were totally blinded by premature explosions, thirty-six lost one 
eye each, forty-one lost legs or arms and 176 lost une or more of their 
fingers. 

The agencies of this wholesale death and mutilation are the blank car- 
tridge pistol, the toy. cannon, the giant firecracker, and, strange to state, 
somewhat less frequently, real firearms. 

This death and accident list is confined largely to the cities of the 
eastern and middle states, because there is where chief attention is devoted 
to the celebration of the Fourh. 

The southern and the Pacific slope states are comparatively free from 
these injuries and fatalities because in them less attention is given to the 
“powder and shot” method. of celebrating Independence Day. 

But the south is having to contend with very similar conditions during 
the Christmas hoidays, which, most inappropriately, are celebrated much 
on the order of the Fourth in those other sections. Hence the warning 
sounded by The Journal applies with equal force to this section and, partic- 
ularly, now that the holiday season is approaching. 

The Jornal puts the burden of responsibility for the vast majority of 
these accidents upon municipal governments by which it declares that “the 
annual carnage could be prevented without extreme difficulty.” 

It is a matter to which, in view of the awful record of death and 
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Holiday use and abuse of fireworks ‘and firearms of the 
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disaster, it would be well to give present thought and attention. :

SYMPATHY FOR PEARY. 


There is a strain of the pathetic in Commander Peary’s statement that 
he has “decided not to accept any invitations to receptions or any ovations 
until the preson: controversy is settled by competent authority.” 

It would almost look as if he construéd a widespread belief in the suc- 
cess of Dr. Cook as doubt cast upon his own achievement. | 

Practically no one doubts that Peary reached the North Pole, but the 
majority of civilization believes as firmly that Cook got there first. That 


is where the shoe pinches. 


If you had devoted the best twenty-five years of your Hfe to the achieve- 
ment of an ambitious and all-absorbing aim; and if you had at last achieved 
it, and if your were on the way home in a state of high and eager expecta- 
tion over the ovations and plaudits of your fellow citizens there awaiting 
you, wouldn’t it make you mad if, upon your arrival, you suddenly learned 
that another fellow had been to the North Pole a year ahead of you? 


Wouldn’t it jar you? 


; 


Perhaps, after all, the press and the people have been a little severe 
in their attitude towards Peary as a result of his unfortunate exhibitions of 
distemper; the man who could maintain a calm and smiling serenity in the 
face of such a blow to his life ambition would have to stand on the verge 


of sainthood. 


There is apparent in Commander Peary’s attitude, eschewing laurels and 
ovations, a hope which he indulges that he may yet establish his claim to 
the distinction of sole discoverer of the North Pole. 

But even if he has any grounds for that hope, is there not grave danger 
in the postponement of ovations? That is, if they are an essential part of 


the game. 


Ovations are not made to order, nor can they be bottled and preserved: 
they are a product of the spur of the moment. : 
Even the discovery of the North Pole is likely to fall flat when the nov- 


elty has worn off of it. 


We think Commander Peary is making a mistake in not taking advantage 
now of the opportunity to let the world give him a hearty handshake for 
what he has done—regardless of what Cook or any one else might have done 


in advance. 


TAFT REFUSES 
TO PARDON POWERS 
Former Railroad Constructor 


Was Convicted at States- 
ville of Peonage. 


Washington, September 23.—The pres- 
ident has denied a pardon to John B. 
Powers. former superintendent of con- 
struction of the Southern and Western 
railroad, who was convicted at States- 
ville, N. C., of peonage and charged in 
theofficial papers with inflieting almost 
inconceivably brutal punishment on a 
negro employee. Powers was sentenced 
Avril 23 last to fifteen months’ impris- 
onment. 

The papers filed in the case show 
that while he was supeintending the 
railroad construction through Mitchell 
and McDowell counties, in North Caro- 
lina, with 200 men under hfm, he beat 
and forced employees into working. 
prevented them from leaving, made 
them work out their indebtedness in- 
curred at their employer’s supply 
house, and«kept guards over the men 
day and night. It is claimed that he 
tried to terrorize his men by making 
an example of a negro caught after 


‘escaping. To part of the negro’s body 


he fastened a wire cord, which ran over 
a nail, and pulled the cord so as te 
draw the negro into a forced position.

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MERCER LAW SCHOOL

NORTH POLE NOT PROPERTY 
OF ANY SINGLE NATION 


(From the European Edition of The 
New York Herald.)

Paris.—Much has been said and much 
written regarding the title to the own- 
ership of the North Pole. Both Com- 
mander Peary and Dr. Cook claim to 
have nailed the American flag there. 
and by right of discovery have secured 
possession of that much coveted goal 
on behalf of the United States; in fact, 
both promptly and officially notified 
their government to this effect. 

It appears from Commander Peary’s 
own narration that the North Pole is 
the same as any other part of the 
frozen Arctic sea; that he found the 
sea unfathomable; that there Is no land 
anywhere at the North Pole. Not only 
this, but the ice is in constant motiog, 
and the whole frozen surface is trend- 
ing toward the east. The North Pole, 
therefore, is a point surrounded by 
water, the depth of which is unknown, 
but which is in a congealed state, and 
the question very naturally arises, by 
what right claim can be made to the 
high seas. 

The discoverer may perhaps secure 
a footing on a floating iceberg, plant 
his nation’s flag on its unsubmerged 
crest and by right of conquest claim 
it at his nation’s right, but could not 
claim it legally against another equal- 
ly vigorous and hardy mariner who 
sought the land. 

The high seas belong to no one na- 
tion; they are the right of all, and 
the law of nations prohibits them from 
unpecessary exclusiveness in the rest- 
less sea beyond a defined distance ex- 
tending from each nation’s land. The 
North Pole is nothing more or less 
than the high seas, frozen, it is true. 
but none the less a waste of unfath- 
omable water, which by the law of na- 
tions is free and the property of no 
one country. It is not land. so neither 
is it territory. It is, in the language 
of Dr. Cook, “An endless field of pur- 
ple snow; no land, but a dead world 
of ice.” 

The old theory that a state could by 
appropriation secure predominant 
rights to parts of the high seas has 
now entirely disappeared. The rights 
of any nation are now restricted to 
the marginal belt. the extent of which 
has been regarded as extending three 
miles from the shore, but the si@posed 
rauge of big guns or the increasing 
power of modern rifles might probably 
extend this distance. 

An illustration of “this principle of 
the law of nations Is found in the case 
of the Behring sea controversy. There 
the United States asserted the right 
to prohibit seal catching in the water 
of Behring sea and seize and condemn 
vessels so fishing. But a question be- 
ing submitted to arbitration, it was 
held that the United States had no 
jurisdiction over the whole body of 
water known as Behring sea and could 
only protect’ the seals within the or- 
@inary three-milé limit of marginal! 
waters. 

The title to ice is incident to the title 
to land, as the ownership of unharvest- 
ed ice remains with the owner or les- 
see or the water on which it forms. 
and as the ice at the North Pole forms 
on the high seas, to which no one na- 
tion can lay exclusive claim, it follows

Cotton Tare Should Be 
Reduced to Smallest 
Possible Amount. 


“The advice now being so freely 
siven, that farmers should put an extra 
quanity of bagging and ties on their 
cotton is a mistake,” said C. B. Howard, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the South- 
eastern Cotton Buyers’ Association, 
and a member of the well-known firm 
of Inman, Akers & Inman, Atlanta. 

Continuing Mr. Howard said: : 

“In the first place, c. 1. f. and 6 per 
cent tare is a form or method of of- 
fering foreign which has long been in 
effect. An actual 6 per cent to the 
shipper for bagging and ties, however, 
is not allowed, as a glance at the rules 
of the Liverpool and Bremen Cotton 
exchanges will show. 

‘The rules of the Arkwright Club, an 
association of New England spinners, 
provides for an allowance of 22 pounds 
tare. Some New England mills allow 
24 pounds, and they are able to buy 
1-16 per pound lower than those allow- 
ing only 22 pounds, simply because they 
get two pounds of bagging instead of 
cotton. 

“The cotton merchant of course 
places patching over the sample holes 
when the bale is compressed for ship- 
ment as this is necessary to protect 
the cotton and prevent loss. If, how- 
ever, this patching makes the weight 
of tare exceed amount allowed, the 
merchant has to pay the difference to 
the spinner in the shape of a claim for 
excess tare. 

“Cotton manufacturers, as a rule, are 
first-class business men and have 
figured every item of cost, tare, waste 
in cotton, etc., down to a fraction. It 
is not reasonable to suppose that spin- 
ners will pay the same price per pound 
for a 600-pound bale containing 470 
pounds lint cotton and 30 pounds bag- 
ging and ties as for one containing 
478 pounds lint cotton and 22 pounds 
bagging and ties. At any rate, they 
don't do it. The tare is almost a total 
loss to them as they cannot get one 
cent per pound for their second-hand 
bagging. 

“IT wish to make it clear that manu- 
facturers base their buying prices upon 
the amount of lint cotton they get 
from a bale, and that the more bagging 
there is on the bale the lower the 
price per pound for the entire bale 
‘must necessarily be. Of course, cot- 
ton is a product which must be en- 
closed in bagging to protect it, but 
every pound of such bagging is a tax 
on the producer. Apparently, the spin- 
ner pays for it; actually, he reduces his 
price per pound on the entire bale, 
and necessarily so, to cover his loss 
on the bagging in which the lint is 
wrapped. If it were possible to ship 
lint cotton without any tare whatever, 
the planter would secure a relatively 
higher price for it and pay out nothing 
for bagging and ties, for which he 
secures little or no returns. Every 
pound of extra bagging which the 
farmer places upon his bale is a con- 
tribution to the jute bagging manu- 
facturers. 

“Economically and undoubtedly, the 
end towards which every one should 
work, from grower to manufacturer, 
is to reduce the tare on cotton to the 
smallest possible amount, consistent 
with proper protection to the lint, 
and the farmer would reap practically 
we the great benefit which would fol- 
ow.

WEST POINT TO BUI 
ENTRY INTO MACON 


Birmingham Now Be- 
lieved Certain. 


At the coming meeting of the board 
of directors of the Atlanta and West 
Point railway, on September 28, it is 
expected that announcement will be 
made of the purchase of the Macon and 
Birmingham railway by the Atlanta 
and West Point road. 

President Charles A. Wickersham, of 
the West Point road, and Receiver 
Samuel F. Parrott, of the Macon and 
Birmingham road, arte now in the east, 


mingham road is held by Boston cap- 
italists. It is generally believed in 
railroad circles that the absence of 
these two railroad heads in the east, 
at this time, is for the purpose of 
agreeing upon the price and terms of 
sale of this property, and that the 
action of the board of directors will be 
merely the ratification of an agree- 
ment already made. 

The line of the Macon and Birming- 
ham road now runs from LaGrange to 
Sofkee, about 26 miles out of Macon. 
The road has no terminals in Macon, 
and now enters the Central City upon 
the tracks of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad. 

When it is taken over by the West 
Point road it is expected that a traffic 
arrangement will be made whereby the 
Macon and Birmingham trains can run 
into Macon over the tracks of the Ma- 
con and Southwestern road, which is 
under lease to the Central of Georgta. 

The Central now has a similar ar- 

rangement with the West Point road 
from Newnan into Atlanta. 
By taking over the Macon and Bir- 
mingham road the Atlanta and West 
Point gets a line into Macon, quite a 
competitive point, and will be able to 
run coal and other heavy cemmodities 
from the west into Macon over its own 
tracks. 

The Macon and Birmingham line now 
joins with the Atlanta and West Point 
road at LaGrange, its western terminus. 

It is expected the full details of this 
purchase, which is looked upon as 4 
practical certainty, will be announced 
in a few days,

UP TO GOVERNORS 


Meeting Will Be Called 
by Gov. Willson. 


International Tax Association 
Adopts a Resolution Putting 
the Matter Up to Chief Ex- 
ecutives of All States. 


Louisville, Ky., September 23.—In- 
stead of going on record for or against 
the corporation tax law in accordancs 
with the desires of opposing factions 
of the International Tax Association’s 
delegates, the association today adopt- 
ed resolutions putting the matter up to 
a meeting of governors of all the 
states, which the association asked be 
called by Governor Augustus E. Will- 
son, of Kentucky. 

In prefacing the report of the 
resolutions committee, its chairman, 
Professor Charles J. Bullock of Harv- 
ard university, announced that after 
several strenuous hours of deliberation, 
the committee had decided t6 hang t°- 
gether until a unanimous agreement 
could be reached. This, he implied, had 
been done with some difficulty. 


For Governors to Decide. 


The adjustment of national to state 
and local taxation, the committee 


decided, is a matter of such vital con- | 


cern and requires such serious con- 
sideration on the side of both the state 
and the federal governments, that the 
association could do no better than 
submit the whole matter to an as- 
sociation of governors. 

The association resolved, however, 
that In spite of “the effort made outside 
this conference to attach a partisan 
political significance to the discussions 
of the conference on the federal income 
and corporation tax questions,” it 
should place on record the fact that 
reports to this-effect are untrue. 

Committees will be appointed by the 
association to investigate as to whether 
the “failure of/the general property tax 
is due to defects in the system or to 
weakness in its administration.” A. 
committee will also investigate taxa- 
tion of insurance companies. c

ESCAPE FROM TWO MOBS

At the latter point 
the negro made a statement implicating 
Self, and, while the question was under 
discussion, a deputy rushed the accused 
out a back door and escaped to Elmore, 
where a force of officers was waitine.

alive, but badly scared. 

Self denies knowledge of the crime, 
and says he will make himself clear. 
The motive of the murder was robbery, 
the amount secured being only one dol- 
lar.

VERY LITTLE INTEREST 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 
Business Lighter Than It Has 


Been for Over a Week. 
Money Market. 


New York, September 23.—There was 
some further liquidation at times In 
today’s stock market. When relieved 
from this pressure, prices tended to re- 
cover, but the dealings dwindled to 
such an extent as to teduce the day’s 
total to the smaltest figure in over a 
week. The day proved almost barrer 
of incidents, and the market of very 
little interest. In the period of dull- 
ness, one or two specialties were pick- 
ed out for individual upward move- 
ments. The telegraph stocks Were an 
instance. Mackay companies rose 
‘ buoyantly to new high record figures, 
accompanied by rumors of imtended 
dividend increase. Western Union and 
American Telephone and Telegraph was 
affected to a less extent. The move- 
ment in concert with these stocks in- 
variably gives rise to rumors of in- 
tended consolidation. Some resistance 
to depression was shown by Pennsy!- 
vania, which recovered briskly from 
yesterday's sharp decline, caused by 
the nonaction of the directors on any 
plan giving stock subscription rights. 
Today there were reiterated rumors of 
a coming dividend increase. Similar 
rumors were revived of other stocks 
when the downward course of prices 
were arrested. Money, 
and on-time, seemed to grow somewhat 
easier, perhaps as a result of liquida- 
tion of stockg already affected. It was 
reported, however, that some further 
calling of loans was being made, both 
by the banks and the trust companies. 
The currency movement was against 
the banks stilL The subtreasury has 
started agan to withdraw large sums 
from the banks. the amount since the 
last bank statement having risen to 
$3,682,000, although this compares with 
a loss to the same source for the simi- 
lar period last week of $6,642,000. 

New York exchange at Chicago de- 
clined further to 390 cents per $1,000 
discount, and shipments of currency 
were resumed by the New York banks 
to. meet the requirements thus produced 
in Chicago. The deposit of $200,000 at 
the subtreasury for telegraphic trans- 
fer to New Orleans was an Incident of 
the day to attract attention as mark- 
ing the beginning of a new demand 
upon the New York banks. The gtorm 
losses and the high price for cotton, if 
was assumed, might have hastened this 
demand to some extent. The decline 
in condition of the Bank of England 
and the Bank of France was signifi- 
cant of the forces that are working 
in the money markets abroad as well 
as here, and point to the curtailment 
of further resort by American borrow- 
ers to those centers. The money situ- 
ation, in fact, was accepted as the ex- 
ulation to take up its activities with 
ulation to takeup its activities wih 
vigor, even when freed from the im- 
mediate pressure of liquidation. The 
stress laid by President Taft on the 
need of further legislatiou for reform 
of corporation abuses in his. different 
addresses of the west receives close 
attention in stock market circles, and 
is not a stimylating influence op the 
speculative element. On the side of 
business affairs there were none but 
helpful influences. The accelerated pace 
of the demand for iron and for dif- 
ferent grades of steel products was

the’ United States Steel Corporation, 
contributing the assertion that “we are 
right now in the midst of the greatest 
development in the history of the iron 
and steel business. Nex%.year will wit- 
ness a record-breaking production af 
steel in every line.” The crop news 
was good except for the storm losses 
in the cotton belt, and more hopeful 
estimates were current of the dimen- 
sions of the coming yield of corn.

d [DICKINSON SPEAKS 
OF TAFT'S POLICY 


Compares * Him With 
President Cleveland. 


Says That He Has Gone Fur- 
ther Than Any Republican 
President to Meet the Wishes 
of the South. 


State Fair, Nashville, Tenn., Septem- 
ber 23.—Referring at length and in 
complimentary turns to President Taft, 
Secretary of War Dickinson, in address- 
ing the Tennessee state fair today, dis- 
cussed the political situation through- 
out the south. 

“President Taft,” said Mr. Dickinson, 
“has gone further than any republi- 
lean president to meet the wishes of 
| the south in establishing a policy look- 
‘ing to the promotion of peace within 
her borders. In this he has not re- 
sponded to any demand, either of hig 
party or the people of the north. A 
| leader of thought, knowing the condi- 
tions he patriotically and courageously 
does what he believed is best, trust- 
ing to results for his vindication. 

He Brings Peace. 

The great hold he has upon the confi- 
dence of the country at least holds 
judgment in abeyance, if it does not 
at once gain entire approval. His vin- 
dication will depend mainly upon the 
wisdom, self-control and conservatism 
manifested by the southern people, Ii 
would be a calamity if his efforts 
should be nullified and his good will 
alienated. If a man of his character, 
position and patriotism fail, then it 
| will be long before another will follow 
his footsteps. No question of the 
|south giving him political support is 
i involved. The south can cocperate 
with him in his gfeat work of concilla- 
ition and promoting peace and harmony, 
and yet cast every one of its electorai 
votes against him if he should become 
a candidate for reelection. I am con- 
fident that no thought of winning its 
| votes has influenced his course toward 
ithe south, and that even if he expected 
to become a candidate to succeed him- 
self he would, though confident that 
the south would vote against him, do 
| exactly what he has done, deeming it 
‘sufficient reward if he brings peace 
| where discord prevailed, and estab- 
lishes a sounder basis for dealing po- 
litically with the conditions that affect 
the relations between the races in the 


south.” 
Country Is Richly Blessed. 


Mr. Dickinson spoke of the honesty, 
energetic application to public affairs, 
'courage and patriotism, so characteris- 
itics of former President Grover Cleve- 
land, and declared that these same 
characteristics were manifest in every- 
| thing said and done by President Taft. 
‘The country is richly blessed In 
lhaving a chiéf executive of such high 
[ideals, and endowed with the courage 
‘and firmness to carry them out,” he 


' said 
is doubly blessed,” he 


“The south 
‘eontinued, “for her sectiona] attitude 


| was such that a’successful man of nar- 

‘row views, personals vanity, resentful 
mind and a pseudo-patriotism that did 
hot embrace the entire country might 
have been out of sympathy with her 
and repellant, if not activity antagonis- 
tic. 
“President Taft has attained to his 
high office through a novitiate unsur- 
passed by any of his predecessors. As 
Samuel, even as a child, began_ the 
training for the high place which he 
was to fill, so while a youth the fu- 
ture president, under his distinguished 
father, breathed the atmosphere of 
large affairs, came into familiar con- 
tact with the great men of that day, 
and received the inspiration which 
urged him on to cultivate his talents 
land broaden his faculties for future 
istatesmanship. His education. at one 
of the most democratic of our universi- 
ties, was liberal. He acquired in the 
contents at the bar self-control, initia- 
tive and aggressiveness. In the office 
of solicitor general he got a broad 
knowledge of governmental affairs, 
national and international, and before 
the supreme court, the great crucible 
of final analysis, he received the feren- 
sic discipline that sharpens the dis- 
criminative faculty and trains the mind 
of final analysis, he received the foren- 
ples. His long experience as presiding 
judge in the court of appeals of fhe 
sixth circuit necessarily, gave him a 
vast fund of information, not only of 
the law, but as to the practical af- 
fairs which constitute the life of the 
people.

He 
knows the constitutional rights of the 
states and of the United States, and 
respects their |limitatioqns.”

The judicial work of the president, 
\he declared, extending over Kentucky 
and Tennessee, gave him 
knowledge of their conditions, and 
those that affect other seuthern states 
jin common with Tennessee. But it 
| Should not be forgotten, he said, that 
‘while he was sympathetic with the 
‘south and the unfortunate conditions 
'peculiar to it, he was a republican 
‘and a northern man. For that reason, 
lit should not be expe€ted that he would 
‘aceept in its entirety the southern 
view. He had appreciated the extent 
of the trritation that had come from 
appointing nekroes to office in the 
south. 


Cannot Ignore Race Question. 


“He understands,” he added, “that 
this is a broad, deep-seated race ques- 
tion that cannot be ignored or argueG 
j out of existence, and that for the peace 
of both races it is the part of wisdom 
'that such appointments should not be 
made, and he has publicly declared this 
ito be his-policy and has carried it out. 
| He holds with his distinguished prede- 
|eessor, who declared in his famous 
i\speech made in New York before the 
| Loyal Legion, that ‘the purity of the 
races must be maintained.” While he 
is kthus mitigating the difficulties of 
our situation. we should do our part 
to sustain him an@ make this burden 
ef his office as easy to bear as the 
ma. the cdnditions will ad- 
mit 

“If the white people assert the right 
to govern, then the government should 
be one of fairness and justice, a gov- 
ernment of law and not of passion. 
The courts, and not mobs, should pun- 
ish lawbreakers. Negroes should be 
protected in their property rights, set- 
tled with justly, and governed by the 
constituted authorities. Those who es. 
tablished the commonweaith of Ten- 
nessee, such men as James Robertson. 
John Sevier and Andrew Jackson, 
would have sburned with indienation 
the very suggestion that in time of 
peace they did not have the virtue and 
manhood enough to enforce the law 
through the courts. The cankering 
virus of mob rule, no matter against 
what evils directed, destroys all whole- 
some jlife in the body politic, and makes 
it a polluted wreck, swayed by pas- 
sion and incapable of the ordinary ad. 
ministration of law.
